ing to fruit a favored place in our 
ordinary diet 
The nutrient value of 


Buch food, m virtue of its component 
starchy and saccharine materials, is 
generally admitted, snd while these 
eobstances can not be said to equal in 
accumulative force UJP more solid in- 
gredients of meat »nd animal fat, they 
are similarly useful in their own degree 
and have, moreover, the advantage of 
greater digestibility Their conversion 
within the tissues is also attended with 
less friction and pressure on the con- 
structive machinery Almost all per- 
sons in fairly normal health may par- 
take of sound and npe fruit in greater 
or less amount Except in certain 
cases, indeed, there is practically 
no exact limit to its consumption under 
these 
circumstances. 
Among such 


exceptions may be noted the gouty and 
rheumatic habits of body 
A tend- 


ency to diarrhoea or a dysenteric his- 
tory obviously forbids the free or fre- 
quent use of fruit. Dyspeptic stomachs, 
on the other hand, are usually bene- 
fited by a moderate allowance of this 
light and stimulating fare. It must be 
remembered, 
moreover, that every 


fruit is not squally wholesome, let the 
digestion be as powerful as it may. 
Nuts, for example, consisting as they 
do, for the most part, of condensed 
albuminoid and fatty matters, can not 
compare in acceptance, either by the 
palate or the stomach, with other more 
succulent kinds, even though they con- 
tain m the same bulk a far greater 
amount of nutriment 
A little of such 


fruit is enoogfc for digestion, and that 
little it best cooked 
Nevertheless, if 


we take frbit as a whole, npe and 
sound, of course, and consider its vari- 
ety, its lightness and nourishing prop- 
erties, whether eaten alone or with 
other food, and its cheap abundance, 
we can not hesitate to add onr voice in 
rapport of its just claims on public at- 
tention.—London Lancet.

•WASHINGTON, May 14.—The report of 


tbe committee on post-offices and post 
roads in the case of 8. B. Davis, to be 
postmaster at Creston, la., vice L. C.

Against tfce droaght and con- 
sequent total lack ol grasc no man can 
successfully combat, and the cowboys 
are only too willing to have their cattle 
over in Mexico, where the grazing is com- 
paratively good, knowing full well that 
th«y can drive them back whenever they 
please. The anfcnals go over the slopes 
to drink in the Rio Grande, and, seeing 
the inviting prospects of the other side, 
cross over, doing no harm to any one. 


These are tba facts of tbe case, and if 


any Mexican has crossed over to this side 
and driven cattle over he has merely been 
taking back his own property tbe same as 
our people do from the other side. Amer- 
icans along the Rio Grande own a great 
many cattle white our neighbors own com- 
paratively few.

General Stanley is well advised as 
to everything transpiring, and looks well 
after tb* Interest* oi oar citizens.

TALK ABOUT WAGES. 


The Decatnr Co«l Mlneri Want More Pay 


—MOM Meeting. 
. 


Klantlc Miner* Walk Out To-Day. 


There are at present employed by the 


Decatur Coal Company in the old shaft 
about BO men; in the new shaft about 30 
men. In the busy season 260 to 300 men 
are employed. The coal veins are 4 feet 
six inches to 6 feet thick. At the present 
time and during the past years the com- 
pany has paid the men 70 cents a ton for 
taking out coal, allowing BO cents a yard 
for "horseback" work—labor for taking 
out layers ot dirt, stone and material 
other than ooal. At the recent district 
meeting of the arbitration board a scale 
of prices for mining ooal in this district, 
embracing nine counties, was agreed 
upon—Deoatur company to pny 75 cents 
a ton to its men. The company refuses 
to do this, claiming that such a rate 
will make successful competition with 
the Sangamon county and Fana mines 
impossible, and that if such rate was to 
be observed, the Deoatur mine and the 
interests ot the city would snfier materi- 
ally, while the mines alluded to would 
(tarnish. The company says it will pay 
75 cents a ton, but cannot allow pay for 
horseback work, or will pay the old price, 
70 cents, and allow compensation as 
usual for "horseback" work. 


This ultimatum is not satisfactory to 


the men, and the executive committee of 
District 3 are here to adjust the difficulty 
if possible. The committee are J. P 
Dixon, of Mt. Pulaski; Charles Maddox, 
ot Biverton, and Wm. Morgan, of Spring- 
field. They failed to reach an agreement 
with Mark Moran, superintendent of the 
Decatnr mine, and they called a mass 
meeting of citizens, operators and miners 
at Eldorado Hose House. It was attend- 
ed mostly by miners, who heard addresses 
on the situation by Daniel McLaughlin, 
of Braidwood, president of the State 
Miners' association, J. P. Dixon and Bert 
Stewart. It was asserted that the miners 
should receive the scale fixed by the arbi- 
tration board, and should be nllowt d iust 
compensation for extra work, otherwise 
the wages of each man would bo de- 
creased 15 per cent.

The 
speakers denounced strikes as hurtful 
both to employer and employes, and in 
jurious to a town or city. The meeting 
was held simply that the public might 
have an opportunity of hearing a full ex- 
planation of the differences, The commit- 
tee will consult Ihe officers of tlie com- 
pany, and if no agreement can be amved 
at satisfactory to all parties, then an at- 
tempt will be made to form a local board 
of arbitration to have the situation in- 
vestigated. There ia no immediate pros- 
pect of a strike.

Statement of Facts about Slaugh- 
ter Houses. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN . The energetic move- 


ment by the tool, Mr. Bramble, for purer 
atmosphere, is worthy of considering 
some facts concerning the complaint: 


Some y ears ago when Mr. Priest stop- 


ped his still house at the water works 
and run bis surplus swill into a pond iu 
the west side of the railroad, where it 
had to rot and stunk worse than a dozen 
slaughter houses, complaint was then 
made made by Eev. Y, N. Ewing and S. 
Powers of the smell, and the same was 
attributed to the slaughter houses. A 
committee was appointed to investigate 
the cause, of which Mr. Ewing, Mr. Pow- 
ers and Mr. Burrows were parties, and I 
was invited to go with them. When we 
got to the pool of swill in the river bot- 
tom, Mr. Ewing said he wag satisfied ot 
:hat being the smell he had been smell- 
ing at bis house, and that settled the re- 
moval of the slaughter houses then. 


When the third ward sewer was emp- 


tied in Powers' pasture, be complained of 
the smell and compelled the city to run 
it further. The city then run it further 
and nearer to the cemetery and slaughter 
houses. When the people complained of 
the Broadway sewer emptying above the 
mills, it was run closer and nearer to the 
cemetery and slaughter houses. Last 
mmmer in May I saw several ^dead car- 
casses ot animals in Mr. Priest's pasture, 
i,t the foot of the cemetery, aliving mass 
of corruption, and I presume Mr. Priest 
was aware of the fact. Much of the oftal 
from the city is dumped near the slaugh- 
ter houses. 


Now, it is unjust that tbe slaughter 


houses shall be responsible for all tbe 
complaints that are made about ever> 
bad smell in that locality. Slaughter 
houses are. a public necessity as much as 
a cemetery, and a matter of economy as 
regards convenience of access. The offal 
from slaughter houses is not injurious to 
health and not as offensive in smell as 
Home other things named. Some ot the 
statements in the article of yesterday are 
not facts. If some man sold his property 
he must have had a buyer, and houses 
rent as well in the south part of the city, 
in proportion to quility, as anywhere. If 
a man quit work in the cemetery, there 
tire plenty of men willing to fill the place. 
A large majority of the visitors to tbe 
cemetery never think of or smell any- 
thing about a slaughter bouse, and if 
Decatnr city had no more of a standing 
disgrace than, the kind ot slaughter 
houses we have, she would be entitled to 
a premium. I doubt whether a majority 
of the signers that c»n be procured on a 
petition ever go to see them or know any- 
thing about them.

Mr, Crastman'B Talk on Baas. 


Sup't Gsstman's Talk at the T. H. 0. 


A. on the subject of "The Life History 
ot the Bee" last evening, was eminently 
successful, and waa what the Talk was 
intended to be—practical—and imparting 
much information to those present, en- 
listing their closest attention and calling 
forth questions in relation to the subject. 
Mr. Gaatman has made bee culture a 
study for more than twenty years, and 
says it is the only thing he professes to. 
know anything about. 
He began by 


stating that the bee is a representative 
animal; there are said to be about 250- 
000 different kinds ot animals, of which 
100,000 are known to be insects. Here 
he had the boys of the Junior define an 
insect, and -they did it. He then^spoke 
of the scientific classification ot the two 
great divisions of animals—Vertebrates 
and Articulates, with examples of each, 
and also the different classes ot insects, 
making a number of good points in re- 
gard to tbe individual species found in 
this part of the world. In every colony 
of bees there are three kinds—the queen, 
or mother bee, the worker bee, which 
gathers the honey, and the drone, or male 
bee. The queen is the only bee that 
that lives over—through the winter all 
die off soon after the . .oat—and in the 
spring the queen bee begins work alone, 
gathers pollen, and begins making cells, 
in each ot which she deposits an egg. In 
three days the egg hatcher, a little worm 
or grub which she feeds with pollen or 
bee bread, and keeps warm for 8 days, 
when the little fellow is sealed up, or as 
it were, wrapped up in a cocoon for 11 
days more, when he comes out a young 
bee. After two weeks of growth he de- 
velops and is a full-grown bee, ready for 
business. As the workers increase, they 
take up their work and relieve the queen> 
their work being to make comb, honey, 
and feed the young bees and by their 
presence keep the proper temperature for 
coming workers. All insects come from 
eggs, and the reason why there isn't more 
trouble from the grasshopper.army worm, 
etc., is that the condition of climate, tem- 
perature, &o., is favorable for their growth 
and development after hatching. We 
have some every year, all the time. 


The bumblebee and the hornet both 


work and develop much the same as the- 
honey bee. The comb, however, of the 
hornet is made and found in layers hori- 
zontally; the honey bee comb is arranged 
in sections vertically. In every hive there 
are two kinds of wax. The bees gather 
honey for food, pollen for bee bread, glue 
to enable them to construct tbe comb. 
Wax is not gathered but is a secretion, a 
fat, of the body of the bee. The bees 
make three different kinds of comb— 
workers, drone and queen comb, each for 
each. When a colony is without a queen 
the workers make drone >oomb. The 
queen is a valuable bee. Raising queens 
is an industry, Mr. Hahurst, ot Kansas 
City, raises about 2,000 annually. Price 
ot each ?5c, sent through the mails. Mr. 
Qaetman exhibited a amall box made of 
wire, containing six bees, which he re- 
ceived last Saturday from a man in Lou- 
isiana. 


In answer to the inquiry, Is comb man- 


ufactured? Mr. Q. said No—none what- 
ever, but that comb foundation which 
greatly aided the bees iu their work. 
There is no pure boney manufactured, 
either. 
Honey was adulterated. 
Mr, 


Boot, of Indiana, has offered $100 for a 
pound of manufactured boney that could 
not bo detected or that was better, Mr. 
G. will give $10 for a pound of the same, 
for he believes it cannot be made. Comb 
honey cannot be adulterated. In'winter 
it you see extracted honey, clear and 
bright like syrup, it is probably glucose. 
Pure honey will gum or candy. 


All hives are now made with movable 


frames, invented by Rev. T. T. Langter, 
and the best are known as bis five. 


Don't trouble the bees at nieht; in the 


broad daylight is the time to work with 
bees. Mr. G. bad a section of comb, also 
of wax, that be passed around among the 
audience. He explained the management 
ot bees, process of raising queens, form- 
ing a colony, and answered many queries 
He stated that Saturday afternoon he 
was usually among his bees, and would 
be glad to show any one interested many 
interesting features of bee life if they 
would call at bis house at that time. 


The evening waa very warm and the 


audience was very much surprised to note 
the fact that Mr. G. had been talking 
more than an hour. The Y. M. C. A. 
orchestra was present and furnished ex- 
cellent music for the occasion.
